FOREWORD 


Reeves  and  Turner,  Publishers  of  London, 
England,  in  1871,  published  the  writings  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Patterson,  of  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  upon  the 
Offsprings  of  the  refugees  connected  with  Science, 
Law,  The  Legislature,  and  Literature,  in  Agnew’s 
French  Protestant  Exiles ,  Volume  eleven,  Chap¬ 
ter  27,  page  305,  giving  the  following: 

“The  Huguenot  family  of  Colletts  took  refuge 
in  England  after  the  Edict  of  Revolution.  They 
had  been  for  a  long  time  naturalized  British  sub¬ 
jects,  when  they  emigrated  to  the  American 
Colonies.  There  bv  industrv,  tliev  made  a  fortune 
and  became  extensive  proprietors  of  land.  After 
the  American  Revolutionary  War,  the  Republican 
Government  confiscated  their  estates.  The 
present  English  representative  of  the  family  is 
an  English  barrister,  Mr.  Chas.  Hastings  Collett, 
Esq.” 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Society  of 
Genealogists,  Xo.  227,  Strand,  London,  W.  C., 
England,  in  reply  to  our  request  for  their  recom¬ 
mendation  of  some  reliable,  and  efficient,  English 
genealogist  to  bring  up  our  work  from  the  Little 
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Gidding  Colletts  to  1770,  American  Colletts,  the 
following  was  submitted  to  Mr.  George  Sherwood, 
Editor,  The  Pedigree  Register,  and  Hon  Treas¬ 
urer,  The  Society  of  Genealogists,  Xo.  210  Strand, 
W.  C.  2,  London,  England,  for  checking  and  con¬ 
firmation.  His  report  received  August  21st,  1928, 
as  of  date  of  August  8th,  1923.  The  following 
work  stands  approved  and  attested  in  accord  with 
the  Genealogist  National  Society  records  of  Lon¬ 
don,  England,  and  three  months  general  genealog¬ 
ical  research  work  done  by  Mr.  Sherwood,  in 
proving  some  three  or  four  minor  changes  made 
in  our  work  to  conform  to  the  English  genealogi¬ 
cal  records. 

The  American  Colonial  and  earlv  U.  S. 
Government  and  State  marriage  records  were 
not  kept  except  by  church  records,  many  of  which 
have  been  destroyed,  lost,  or  otherwise  unavail¬ 
able.  The  data  used  herein  has  been  taken  from 
familv  Bible  records,  manv  earlv  familv  letters 
that  were  found  preserved  by  descendants,  from 
Will  Records,  Probate  Records,  Deed  Records, 
Miscellaneous  Records,  Archives  of  Maryland, 
Pennsylvania,  Pioneer  Societies,  Historical  So¬ 
cieties  of  Counties,  of  various  States,  as  well  as 
State  Histories  of  Maryland,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio, 
and  Indiana,  all  of  dependable  and  reliable  char¬ 
acter,  some  recorded  in  separate  work  kept  on  the 
following  data  as  being  too  voluminous  to  be  here¬ 
with  contained. 
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From  John  Collett,  of  Little  Gidding,  down 
through  all  the  generations,  each  generation  has 
been  taught  to  first  acquire  a  good  education,  be 
frugal,  aggressive,  and  honorable;  such  are  the 
records  as  recorded  with  but  verv  few  diversions 
found  from  this  standard.

John  Collett,  of  Huntingdon,  Hunting¬ 
donshire,  England,  born  1578.  A 
French  Huguenot,  of  Bourne,  Cam¬ 
bridge,  and  of  London;  merchant,  died 
March  29th,  1659,  age  79,  buried  at 
Little  Gidding,  Huntingdonshire,  Eng¬ 
land.  Married,  1600,  to 
Susanna  Ferrar,  only  daughter  of  Nicho¬ 
las  Ferrar,  of  London,  founder  of 
Little  Gidding,  Huntingdonshire,  Eng¬ 
land ;  born  1580,  at  Bourne  (10  miles 
from  Cambridge),  died  October  9th, 
1657,  age  76,  buried  at  Little  Gidding.

John  Collett,  born  1760  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  died  January  22nd,  1834,  at 
Eugene,  Indiana,  buried  at  Terre 
Haute,  Indiana,  removes  from  Balti¬ 
more  to  Huntingdon,  Penn.,  in  1786. 
Heed  record  shows  John  Folev  deeds  to 
John  Collett,  Huntingdon  County,  Pa., 
land  in  Shirley  township  May  loth, 
1786.  Other  deeds  recorded  of  similar 
dates.  Huntingdon  County,  Pa.,  Coun¬ 
ty  History  by  Africa,  shows  “John 
Collett  Supervisor  Springfield  Town¬ 
ship  in  1796.”  In  1797  he  removes 
with  his  family  to  Ross  Countv,  North- 
west  Territory,  locating  at  Chillicothe 
on  the  Scioto  river,  which  town  was 
established  in  1796,  and  buys  his  first 
property  there  June  30th,  1798,  of  Na¬ 
thaniel  Massie,  same  being  lot  number 
261,  in  town  plat  of  Chillicothe,  deed 
recorded  in  deed  record  number  1,  page 
58,  consideration  ten  dollars.

property  in  Chillicothe,  Northwest  Ter¬ 
ritory. 

October  13th,  1798,  John  Collett  and

1801  and  1802,  John  Collett  was  Town¬ 
ship  Trustee,  Scioto  township,  North¬ 
west  Territory,  Chillicothe.  Countv 
records  complete  on  this. 

January  13th,  1803,  John  Collett  and 
wife  Elizabeth  deed  to  Adam  Holler,  lot 
number  42  in  Chillicothe,  Northwest  Ter¬ 
ritory,  for  $600.00,  deed  recorded  in  deed 
record  number  1,  page  91. 

The  wife  of  John  Collett,  Elizabeth 
Collett,  died  at  Chillicothe,  Ross  County, 
Ohio,  (Ohio  State  having  been  admitted 
into  the  Union  in  1803)  in  the  fall  of 
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PENNSYLVANIA  AND  OHIO 


1803  and  was  buried  in  the  old  cemetery

abandoned,  bodies  moved  to  Green  Lawn

John  Collett  was  very  active  in  realty 

«  «■ 

in  and  around  Cliillicothe,  Northwest 
Territory,  and  Cliillicothe,  Ohio. 

In  December,  1811,  he  moves  to  Frank- 
linton,  Franklin  County,  Ohio,  as  op¬ 
portunities  for  activity  in  business  were 
much  better  there  as  Franklinton,  Ohio, 
had  been  headquarters  for  the  Army  in 
the  War  of  1812,  and  Franklinton  was  a 
very  busy  place. 

His  son  Josephus  Collett  maintained 
his  residence  for  a  time  at  Cliillicothe, 
and  in  1817  was  elected  Sheriff  of  Ross 
County,  at  Cliillicothe,  for  the  years  1818 
and  1819.  Court  records  show  him  as 
rendered  creditable  service  in  office. 

His  son  Stephen  S.  Collett  was  a  clerk 
and  later  manager  of  a  mercantile  es¬ 
tablishment  in  Circleville,  Ohio,  Pickaway 
County,  for  several  years. 

When  Columbus,  Ohio,  was  established 
across  the  river  Scioto  from  Franklinton, 
in  1812,  John  Collett  with  several  others 
were  the  first  purchasers  of  lots  in  the 
new  town  site  in  that  year,  purchasing 
lot  number  262  in  the  original  plat  of 
the  town  of  Columbus  on  the  west  side 
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of  High  Street  between  State  and  Chapel 
Streets,  upon  which  he  erected  the  first 
brick  house  built  in  Columbus  and  in 
which  he  conducted  a  “tavern”  (or  hotel) 
as  such  places  were  known  in  those  days, 
until  September  8th,  1818,  when  he  sells 
the  property  to  Robert  Russell  and  re¬ 
moves  to  Terre  Haute,  Indiana,  as  a  U.  S. 
Government  land  survevor  for  In- 
diana,  surveying  townships  12,  13,  14,  15, 
and  16,  range  4  and  5.  In  1824,  upon 

•  formation  of  Vermillion  County,  Indiana, 
he  removes  to  Newport  and  builds  the 
first  “tavern”  in  that  place.  Died  at  his 
son  Stephen’s  home  in  Eugene,  Indiana. 
Married  1782  to  Elizabeth  Stevenson, 
who  died  at  Chillicotlie,  Ohio,  1803, 
buried  at  Chillicotlie.

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Rev.  T.  T.  Carter,  M.  A.,  Hon.  Camion  of 
Christ  Church,  Oxford,  England,  in  his  “Life  of 
Nicholas  Ferrar”  published  1852,  gives  much  of 
interest  in  his  book  upon  the  family  of  Susanna 
Ferrar  Collett,  only  daughter  of  Nicholas  Ferrar, 
the  wife  of  John  Collett,  publishing  many  letters 
that  passed  between  the  mother,  daughters,  and 
sons,  of  marked  parental  interest  in  their  welfare. 
Also  many  letters  that  passed  between  the  father, 
John  Collett,  his  daughters  Mary,  Anna,  his 
grandson  John  Mapletoft,  and  other  members  of 
his  family.  (The  Rev.  T.  T.  Carter  was  a  de¬ 
scendant  of  John  Collett.) 

Maryland  Historical  Magazine,  Volume  8, 
gives,  in  reply  to  an  inquiry  published  in  Volume 
1,  of  “UTYE”  November  30th,  1660,  Nathaniel 
Utye  of  Baltimore  County,  Maryland,  gives  power- 
of-attorney  to  his  “loving  Uncle”  Mr.  Richard 
Collett,  to  collect  debt  due  him  in  Patuxent  and 
Patomac  Counties.  How  was  Richard  Collett  his 
uncle?  The  reply  states:  The  solution  of  the 
puzzle  is  furnished  by  a  correspondent  in  England. 
“Susan  Collett,  sister  of  Richard  and  John  Col¬ 
lett,  who  went  to  Baltimore,  Maryland,  in  1650, 
married  Rev.  Joshua  Mapletoft  of  Lincolnshire, 
England  and  had  a  son  Rev.  John  Mapletoft  and 
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a  daughter  Mary,  born  in  August,  1629.  Mary 
Mapletoft  was  twice  married  and  went  to  Virginia 
with  her  first  husband,  Lawrence  Ward,  who  lived 
in  Xansemond  County,  Virginia,  in  1655.  Her 
second  husband,  to  whom  she  was  married  before 
1660,  was  Nathaniel  Utye  of  Spesutia  Island,  Bal¬ 
timore  County,  Maryland.  November  6th,  1662, 
Mary  Mapletoft  Ward  Utye,  devisee  of  Lawrence 
Ward,  deceased,  resigned  certain  patents  to  pro¬ 
prietary.  As  she  was  the  niece  of  Richard  Collett 
it  became  evident  how  her  husband  Nathaniel 
LTtve  addressed  him  ‘Uncle.’  ” 

L^pon  the  erection  of  Calvert  County,  Alary- 
land,  in  July,  1654,  upon  instruction  of  Right  Hon. 
Lord  Baltimore,  Richard  Collett  was  appointed 
High  Sheriff  of  said  Calvert  County.  As  a  lawyer 
he  has  a  long  trial  and  court  record  extending 
over  a  series  of  years  up  to  the  time  of  his  death 
in  1667,  as  a  practitioner  of  Baltimore. 

John  Collett,  brother  of  Richard,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  as  High  Sheriff  of  Baltimore  County, 
Maryland,  as  early  as  April  9tli,  1662,  in  which 
office  he  served  until  1666,  when  he  was  elected  to 
the  office  of  County  Clerk,  in  which  capacity  he 
was  serving  at  the  time  of  his  death  November 
29th,  1669. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War  the 
Maryland  Colletts  were  British  Provincial  Colo¬ 
nial  Officers  of  various  degrees,  prominent 
citizens. 
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John  Collett,  born  1760  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
and  married  there;  went  to  Huntingdon  County, 
Pennsylvania  following  the  said  Revolution  and 
as  a  Government  land  surveyor,  in  a  few  years 
established  himself  again  as  a  property  holder.  It 
was  here  that  four  of  his  children  were  born  and 
three  of  them  died.  In  1797  he  removed  to  Cliilli- 
cotlie,  on  the  Scioto  river,  Northwest  Territory,  as 
a  land  surveyor  for  the  Government  in  the  Yir- 
ginia  Revolutionary  War  soldier  War.  Bounty 
district.  In  1811  he  removes  to  a  like  War  Bounty 
district  as  Government  land  surveyor  at  Frank- 
linton,  Ohio,  and  in  1813  is  located  at  Columbus, 
Ohio  in  a  like  capacity,  where  he  remains  until 
1818,  when  he  is  sent  to  Indiana  as  a  land  sur¬ 
veyor. 

We  have  in  our  possession  a  set  of  silver  table- 
tea-  and  salt-spoons  marked  ‘ 4  John  Collett  1786/  ’ 
formerly  of  his  possession. 

His  sister  Elizabeth  Collett  married  John 
Teague,  came  west  with  her  family  and  died  in 
Warren  County,  Indiana.  A  great-grandson, 
Daniel  Teague,  now  78  years  of  age,  lives  at  Wil¬ 
liamsport,  Warren  County,  Indiana. 

History  of  Franklin  County,  Ohio,  bv  Africa, 
states  John  Collett  built  the  first  brick  house  in 
Columbus,  Ohio,  and  the  second  marriage  held  in 
Columbus,  Ohio,  was  his  daughter  Miss  Polly 
(Mary)  Collett  to  Josephus  Dillow  in  1813. 

John  Collett  served  as  a  Government  land  sur- 
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veyor  at  Terre  Haute,  Indiana,  until  1824,  when  he 
removed  to  Vermillion  County,  with  his  son 
Josephus.  I  have  in  my  possession,  and  own,  the 
first  treasurer’s  book  kept  by  the  first  treasurer  of 
Vermillion  County,  Indiana,  (a  hand  made  book) 
namelv  John  Gardner,  Treasurer  1824.  Entries 
in  this  book  show  John  Collett,  on  page  4,  May 
2nd,  1824,  as  being  the  “First  Agent  of  Vermillion 
County,”  paying  over  to  the  said  John  Gardner, 
Treasurer,  $117.09.  Page  3  shows  Josephus  Col¬ 
lett,  September  24th,  1824,  paid  in  $64.711/A  for 
sale  of  town  lots  to  be  applied  on  Court  House 
costs.  There  were  not  over  two  dozen  tax  paying- 
residents  in  the  countv  at  that  time  according  to 
the  treasurer’s  bock.  He  built  the  first  Tavern  in 
1824,  in  Newport,  and  conducted  the  same  with  the 
assistance  of  his  daughter,  Mary  (Polly  Collett) 
Dillow,  wife  of  Joseph  Dillow,  the  mother  of  Jack 
Dillow,  the  father  of  Henry  Dillow  and  his  sister 
Eliza.  Mary  Dillow  was  divorced  from  Joseph 
Dillow  September  6th,  1832,  and  was  married  to 
Thomas  Huff,  October  18th,  1837. 

Stephen  S.  Collett,  son  of  John  Collett,  re¬ 
moved  to  Eugene,  Indiana,  in  1827,  and  there  with 
his  brother  Josephus,  established  a  large  mercan¬ 
tile  and  trading  business  (we  have  in  our  posses¬ 
sion  a  fire  insurance  policy  issued  by  the  “Protec¬ 
tion  Insurance  Company”  of  Hartford,  Conn., 
July  8th,  1828,  to  Josephus  and  S.  S.  Collett,  on 
their  stock  of  goods  in  Eugene,  Indiana,  for  $5,- 
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000.00,  being  one  of  three  policies  issued  to  them). 
Here  they  conducted  their  stores,  two  large  pack¬ 
ing  plants,  for  hogs  and  cattle,  shipping  their  pro¬ 
duce  to  New  Orleans,  La.,  by  their  own  boats  down 
the  Wabash  and  Ohio  to  the  Mississippi  River. 
They  closed  out  their  business  in  1837,  and  retired 
to  their  estates  in  Eugene  Township,  where  they 
maintained  homes  until  their  death. 

Much  earlv  history  of  the  Indiana  counties  of 
*  * 

Vigo,  Parke,  Putnam,  Montgomery,  Warren  and 
Vermillion,  center  around  the  pioneer  activities 
of  John  Collett  and  his  sons  Josephus  and 
Stephen  S.  Collett,  as  Government  land  surveyors. 
Some  time  ago  we  placed  with  the  Historical  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Indiana  State  Library,  Indian¬ 
apolis,  Indiana,  a  set  of  drawing  instruments, 
field  glass,  U.  S.  Government  book  of  instructions 
to  Government  land  surveyors,  used  by  the  said 
Stephen  S.  Collett,  with  some  field  maps  as  made 
by  him,  as  a  fitting  place  to  be  preserved  in  mem¬ 
ory  of  his  pioneer  work.  As  his  field  of  land  survey 
covered  several  counties  thev  could  not  well  have 
been  given  to  any  one  County  Historical  Society 
with  due  propriety. 

As  a  fitting  close  to  this  genealogy,  or  family 
tree,  of  the  Collett  family,  which  is  not  a  life  of, 
nor  a  life  history  of  anv  one  individual,  deem  it 
worthy  of  note  to  relate:  Sam  D.  Collett,  of 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  has  in  his  possession  a  farm 
lease  drawn  up  by  the  said  Stephen  S.  Collett,  Sr., 
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as  between  the  said  Stephen  S.  Collett,  Sr.,  as 
landlord,  and  Lawrence  Bntler  and  John  Ran¬ 
dolph  as  tenants,  for  farm  land  rented  them  for 
a  corn  crop  which  shows  a  continuous  landlord 
and  tenancy,  and  ownership  of  the  same  land,  be¬ 
tween  the  said  Collett  and  said  Bntler,  and  their 
descendants,  up  to  the  present  time,  covering  a 
continuous  period  of  one  hundred  years.  Credit 
is  hereby  given  Sam  D.  Collett  for  assistance  in 
compilation  of  this  work.
